DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species A (Figs. 1-4, 5 A, 5B) and subspecies A3 
(Figure 8) in the reply filed on 5/12/04 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 4-5 are hereby withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 5/12/04. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 7, [0046], 
line 5, "first crossmember 12" should be "first crossmember 21". On page 8, [0054], line 4, 
"sheet" should be inserted before "30". At [0054], line 5, "second crossmember 33" should be 
"second crossmember 22". At [0056], line 1, "panel 30" should be "sheet 30". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takeichi et al. 
Takeichi et al. (4,966,082) disclose a vehicle floor structure comprising: left and right 

floor frame members 5, 5 (Figure 2); a plurality of crossmembers (such as 9, seen in Figure 1) 
extended between the left and right floor frame members at predetermined intervals; a floor 
panel 12 mounted to the left and right floor frame members and the crossmembers; and a 
corrugated sheet 14 of wave form having a plurality of longitudinally oriented ridges 14a 
disposed in a substantially rectangular space formed by the left and right frame members and 
opposite ones of the crossmembers, left and right side portions (Figure 2) of the corrugated sheet 
being connected to the left and right floor frame members, respectively, front and rear edge 
portions (Figure 1) of the corrugated sheet being connected to the opposite crossmembers, the 
ridges of the corrugated sheet being connected to the floor panel (Figure 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
